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SCHOOL REPORT. 


DISTRICT NUMBER ONE. 


William Gordon, prudential committee. Miss Nellie L. 
Marsh of Suncook, after teaching three weeks of the summer 
term, resigned her position on account of ill health. Miss 
Sarah E. Coffin of Suncook coutinued the school for two 
weeks, when she felt obliged to give up her labors for a time 
because of family bereavement. A term so short and broken 
of course was not a profitable one. Number of scholars, 27; 
average attendance, 24. ' 

The fall and winter terms were taught by Miss Coffin. The 
scholars did not make rapid advancement, but were pretty 
thorough in most branches of study. The reading classes 
were not quite satisfactory. Discipline medium. Length of 
fall term, 14 weeks; winter term, 10 weeks; number of schol- 


ars, 25; average attendance, 20.

DISTRICT NUMBER TWO. 


Daniel Garland, prudential committee. Miss Anna Titus 
of Manchester taught in this district for the school year. She 
is a teacher of large experience and gave general satisfaction. 
Grammar did not receive the attention due it. Most of the 
classes made fair progress. Deportment medium. Length of 
first term, 11 weeks; second term, 12; third term, 10; num- 


ber of scholars, 34; average attendance, 24. 


DISTRICT NUMBER THREE. 


John Clark, prudential committee, Miss Clara I. Bickford 
of Concord taught the summer term. The district was very 
fortunate in securing the services of such an experienced and 
able teacher. The school made rapid advancement. Length 
of term, 10 weeks. 

The fall term was taught by Miss Annie Watson of Suncook. 
Miss Watson lacks self-possession and enthusiasm. She was 
faithful and the term passed off quietly. She will doubtless 
improve by experience. Length of term, 9 weeks; number | 


of scholars, 17; average attendance, 12. 


DISTRICT NUMBER FOUR. 


George C. Prescott, prudential committee. The school 
year was divided into three terms. The primary department 
was taught by Miss Clara L. Rockwood of Manchester. The 
school was thoroughly governed and made good progress. 
Length of first term, 11 weeks; second term, 18; third term, 
8; number of scholars: first term, 69; second term, 56; third 
term, 47; average attendance, 46. 


The first term of the grammar school was taught by Miss 
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Annie Abbott of Manchester. Miss Abbott was very pleas- 
_ ant in the school-room, but found her duties rather too taxing 
for a teacher of so little experience. The term closed without 
examination on account of the illness of the teacher. Length 
of term, 10 weeks; number of scholars, 22. 

The fall and winter terms were taught by Miss Clara I. Bick- 
ford of Concord. Miss Bickford is a model teacher. This is 
our best school. Length of fal! term, 13 weeks; winter term, 
8 weeks; number of scholars: fall term, 22; winter term, 35 ; 


average, 20, 


DISTRICT NUMBER FIVE. 


Abram Mitchell, prudential committee. Miss Alice J. Put- 
nam of this towm taught the summer term. She labored 
under same embarrassments, teaching in her own district. 
Advancement of school was medium. Order fair. Length 
of term, 8 weeks ; number of scholars, 14; average, 12. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Luthera Wheeler of 
Bow. Miss Wheeler is at home in the school-room. She 
rules with a gentle but firm hand. The scholars made rapid 
improvement. The classes in reading were especially excellent. 
Length of term, 13 weeks; number of scholars, 16; aver- 


age, 16. 


DISTRICT NUMBER SIX. 


LeRoy Elliot, prudential committee. The school in this 
district consisted of two terms, both taught by Mrs. Maria D. 
Clark of this town. Mrs. Clark isan old teacher. She was 
interested in her work and succeeded in interesting her pupils. 


Her methods of instruction are quite original and. successful, 
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Discipline rather lenient. Length of summer term, 9 weeks; 
fall term, 18 weeks; number of scholars: first term, 9; second 


term, 143; average, 8. 


DISTRICT NUMBER SEVEN. 


Milo L. Whitney, prudential committee. Miss Nettie R. 
Jones of this town taught both terms. They were very short, 
only 11 weeks in all. Miss Jones succeeded well in this her 
first attempt at teaching. The scholars for the time made ex- 
cellent progress.. Number of scholars: summer term, 6; fal] 


term, 8; average, 6. 


REMARKS. 


The schools in town have made at least an average record 
of progress during the year. Some of them never stood bet- 
ter, others we hope have. Many things go to make up a good 
school, teacher must be competent, scholars faithful, parents 
loyal. An injudicious parent can work great harm to the 
child and utterly destroy the influence of the teacher. 

The teacher cannot furnish brains for the child, but should 
be able to instruct correctly. She should be high-toned in 
every particular, refiued in manner, positive in character, cor- 
rect in speech. None ought to have a clearer head, a firmer 
hand, or a warmer heart. The teacher impresses herself as 
well as the lesson upon the mind of the child; hence the liv- 
ing lesson should be as nearly right as possible. Grammar 
theoretically taught but practicelly murdered amounts to noth- 
ing. Too great care cannot be exercised in employing a 
teacher. When she presents herself for examination your 
committee may feel confident that she does not possess those 
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little points essential to the ‘‘make up” of a good teacher, yet 
if in a mechanical way she answers passably well the fnnda- 
mental questions she must pass approved. A committee can- 
not refuse to give a certificate on account of unfavorable 
impressions. The best of judgment should be used in the 
selection of a teacher. The position of prudential committee 
is an important one. We are glad to notice a growing ten- 
dency towrrd keeping a good teacher as long as _ possible, 
No removals should ever be made merely for the sake of a 
change. ‘‘The old and the tried” should always be preferred. 

Prudential committees and parents ought to visit the schools 
more frequently; in so doing you will come to know your 
teacher better and will greatly encourage your children. 
Teachers and pupils like to be looked after. If. they are 
doing a good work, show them by your presence that you ap- 
preciate it. You in turn will be benefitted thereby, for noth- 
ing will so preserve the youthful spirit as to keep oneself iden- 
tified with the interests of children. 

Most of the school-buildings are in good order. In one or 
two instances some slight repairs are needed. Districts six 
and seven ought to unite and build a new house. The black- 
boards should be looked after, nearly all in town ought to be 
repainted. ach district should be furnished with a globe, 
outline maps, and an unabridged dictionary. The few maps 
in use are not what they ought to be. 

Among the various studies pursued history and grammar 
should receive more attention. Grammar especially has been 
neglected in all the schools with one or two exceptions. A 
few most desirable changes have been made in text-books. 
‘“‘Monrve’s Readers” and ‘‘Our World” series of geographies 
have been introduced into some of the schools, and will be 


used in all the year to come. 
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In conclusion we would say, the common school is the na- 
tion’s college. Here the masses must receive their education. 
No institution should be more jealously guarded or generously 
sustained, Each individual should feel a personal responsibil- 
ity in maintaining the educational interests of his town. The 
good of society, the church, the government depends upon it. 
In closing our report and our labors with you as committee 
we thank you for your hearty co-operation with us in school 


work, and wish you an increasing success.
